Dear Harold (Gary, Jim S.), 


December 14, 1971 


I have been quite unreasonably busy with physics for the last couple 
of months, so I am replying in haste to your mailings of 11/5 and. 11/ 15 , and 
of 12/1 from Dallas and 12/7 from Chicago. l'm pleased to hear tafcfc that your 
trip went well. From the summary of the information you got, l'm looking 
forward to hearing more. Especially about the (P}SX. 

You reported that Jim L. had given Sprague hell for ks his article. He 
told me more or less the same thing, in much milder terms, a k of course. Hopefully 
it did some good. The November Computers had only a wrapup article by Berkeley 
himself. Incredibly bad, of course, but nothing at all new. Lots of quotations 
from his previously-published articles. He really seems to swallow all that stuff. 

As you advised, I am making no approach to Neeht. You asked for what 
I knew about his position. Bob Smith sent me a copy of a letter to Sylvia, which 
I do not think I should distribute any further. It indicates that Necht, in 
his reply to Bob's first letter, emphasized the delicacy of the ukas whole 
business and the desirability of his appraoch being made independently (e.g., not 
with the CTIA.) Bob wgvr agreed with that and indicated his agreement to tifeeht. 

I'm omitting comments on much in your letters. On some of the questions 
you asked, I ha have no information, so no comment. Lots of interesting goodies 
in your letters, however, so please continue to keep me informed. 

As you requested, I sent Holland Ms McCombs the FBI interview of him from 
CD 1408,

from out of jjHHss town.) I heard from JUS that is he is as under pressure 
from a lot of things, but dsfxaSsl definitely still interested and pleased to 
get stuff from us.

My thesis, hgdsxxfc by the my, is (and has been for some time) a couple of 
months from completion. Alvarez et al. want me out as soon as possible, or 
sooner - Feb. is my new realistic deadline. After that I plan to immediately 
work on an outline of my book, and try writing up a couple of draft chapters 
(largely based on the memos that you have had for years!).
